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Large  British  "barley  crop  in  prospect 

The  1938  barley  crop  of  the  United  Kingdom  is  expected  to  be  larger 
but  of  poorer  quality  than  that  of  last  year,  when  30,706,000  bushels  were 
harvested,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at  London.  When 
the  June  acreage  figures  of  England  and  Wales  become  available,  they 
probably  will  show  a  slight  increase  in  the  area  sown  to  barley.  Scotland 
and  Northern  Ireland  seen  likely  to  report  a  still  larger  percentage  in- 
crease, but  barley  production  in  these  countries  is  relatively  unimportant. 
The  British  crop  was.  greatly  improved  by  the  rains  of  May  and  June.  The 
spring  drought,  however,  caused  such  irregular  development  that  malting 
quality  is  likely  to  be  impaired  by  variations  in  the  size  and  color  of 
the  grain. 

Brewers'  barley  requirements  continue  to  increase  but  at  a  dimin- 
ished rate.    Beer  production  during  April  and  May  was  only  76,000  standard 
barrels,  or  2.5  percent,  more  than  that  of  the  corresponding  months  of 
1937,  whereas  earlier  expansion  approximated  5  percent.     It  is  too  early  to 
estimate  brewers'  requirements  for  1938-39;  but,  considering  the  present 
trend  of  beer  production  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  malting  quality  of  the 
1938  domestic  crop,  brewers  probably  will  take  as  much  of  the  California 
crop  as  in  1937-38. 

During  the  year  ended  June  1938,  United  Kingdom  imports  of  barley 
from  the  United  States,  practically  all  of  which  were  of  California  barley 
for  malting  purposes,   totaled  170,300  short  tons  as  against  116,500  in  the 
previous  year.    A  large  amount  was  imported  from  Australia  during  recent 
months,  bringing  the  season's  total  to  82,600  tons  as  against  47,200  in 
1936-37.     Canada  also  supplied  an  unusually  large  amount  of  barley,  but 
very  little  of  the  Australian  or  Canadian  barley  is  strictly  competitive 
with  that  from  California.     Chilean  barley,  which  is  very  similar  to 
Calif ornian,  arrived  in  small  quantities  during  the  spring  months;  the 
season's  total  was  only  12,000  tons  as  compared  with  42,000  in  1936-37. 

Taiwan  rice  production  increase d 

The  first  Taiwan  rice  crop  for  1938  was  officially  estimated  by 
the  Industries  Bureau  of  the  Taiwan  Government  at  42,287,000  bushels  of 
rough  rice  as  compared  with  40,124,000  bushels  last  year,  according  to  a 
radio  received  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.     The  acreage  for  the  first  crop  was  estimated  at  698,000  acres 
as  compared  with  729,000  acres  for  the  corresponding  crop  a  year  ago. 
Harvesting  of  the  first  crop  was  completed  in  July,  and  a  second  crop  will 
be  harvested  in  the  autumn.     In  1937,  the  second  crop  amounted  to  43,647,000 
bushels.     The  annual  consumption  for  the  island  of  Taiwan  amounts  to  about 
50  percent  of  the  total  annual  production.     The  balance  is  exported  and 
goes  almost  entirely  to  Japan. 
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Good  hop  prospects  in  Great  Britain 

A  normal  crop  of  hops  in  England  is  expected  from  present  indica- 
tions,  out  nothing  definite  can  be  known  until  picking  starts  around 
September  1,  the  London  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
reports.     In  Kent,  the  principal  producing  county,  the  hops  developed 
slowly  in  the  cold  weather  of  April  and  May,  but  by  the  end  of  June  an 
accelerated  rate  of  growth  had  carried  the  bines  to  the  tops  of  the  poles 
and  strings.     A  severe  attack  of  aphis  made  necessary  an  unusual  amount 
of  washing  and  powdering.     Heavy  winds  caused  some  damage  in  exposed 
places,  and  the  temperature  during  a  part  of  July  was  below  that  suitable 
for  hops;  but  assuming  reasonably  good  weather  during  this  month  the  crop 
is  as  heavy  and  as  good  as  last  year.     In  Forces ter  and  Hereford,  growers 
complained  that  drought  and  sunshine  delayed  the 'crop  early  in  the  sea- 
son, but  despite  these  setback  the  horjs  look  promising  in  most  places. 

United  States  apple  exports  inc rca so  in  1937-38 

Exports  of  fresh  tipples  from  the  United  States  jumped  to  10,957,000 
bushels  during  the  1937-38  season  compared  with  6,755,000  bushels'  exported 
in  1936-57,  but  were  below  the  average  of  12,958,000  bushels'  for  the  pre- 
ceding 5  years.     Of  the  total,  7,507,000  bushels  were  shipped  in  boxes, 
2,666,000  in  barrels,  and  784,000  in  baskets.

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Most  of  the  increase  occurred  in  shipments  to  European  countries, 
as  Europe  accounted  for  84  percent  of  the  total  compared  with  77  percent 
during  the  1936-37  season,,    The  United  Kingdom  was  the  principal  market, 
taking  39  percent  of  the  exports,  followed  "by  France,  Belgium,  Netherlands, 
and  Germany. 

Irish  livestock  numbers  increase 

Tha  June  census  of  livestock  in  Ireland,  as  reported  "by  the  London 
office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  indicates  that  increases 
have  occurred  in  all  classes  of  animals  since  the  1937  census  was  taken. 
The  most  significant  increase  took  place  in  the  numher  of  sheep,  which  is 
now  higher  than  for  any  other  comparable  census  since  1933.

United  States  cattle  imports  decline 

Imports  of  cattle  into  the  United  States  during  June  1938  reached 
one  of  the  lowest  points  for  monthly  imports  since  the  trade  agreement  with 
Canada  became  effective,  January  1,  1936.    Monthly  imports  were  smaller 
only  in  November  and  December  1936  and  1937,  when  the  calf  and  heavy  slaugh- 
ter cattle  quotas  were  exhausted  and  all  entries  were  charged  the  pre- 
agreement  rate  of  duty.     The  percentage  represented  by  imports,  live-weight 
basis,  of  inspected  domestic  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  for  June  1938 
was  0.8.     In  June  1937,  imports  represented  2.31  percent  of  federally 
inspected  slaughter. 

The  reduction  in  imports  has  coincided  with  a  slightly  lower  domes- 
tic slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  this  year  than  last,  an  increase  in  hog 
slaughter,  and  a  reduced  consumer  demand  for  beef.     The  import  value  per 
pound  of  Canadian  cattle  has  averaged  about  12.5  percent  less  this  year  than 
last.    More  attractive  domestic  markets  and  smaller  market  supplies  in 
Canada,  moreover,  have  discouraged  exports.    The  value  per  pound  of  imports--- 
of  the  lighter  Mexican  cattle  in  1938  has  been  maintained  at  approximately 
the  same  level' as  in  1937.

Nonquota  cattle  from  Mexico  continue  to  represent  the  "bulk  of  this 
year's  imports.    Such  imports  totaled  133,000  head  the  first  6  months  of 
the  current  year  against  101,000  a  year  earlier,  and  represented,  live- 
weight  "basis,  54  percent  of  all  imports.     Quota  cattle  weighing  more  than 
700  pounds,  on  the  other  hand,  accounted  for  out  39  percent  of  total  im- 
ports.   Although  Mexico  supplied  nearly  26,000  head  and  Canada  less  than 
23,000  of  these  heavy  slaughter  cattle,  "by  weight- Canadian  stock  accounted 
for  55  percent  and  Mexican  for  45  percent  of  the  total.    The  average 
weight  of  the  Canadian  cattle  in  this  weight  group  is  more  than  1,000 
pounds,  whereas  that  of  Mexican ' cattle  in  the  same  group  is  about  775 
pounds. 


Imports  of  all  types  of  beef  during  the  first  6  months  of  1938  have 
also^heen  below  comparable  1937  fig-ares.    Because  of  the  much  greater  re- 
duction in  total  imported  supplies  accounted  for  by  smaller  cattle  imports, 
however,  canned  beef  this  year  represented  55  percent  of  the  total  dressed- 
weight  equivalent  of  imports,  whereas  during  the  January-June  period  of 
last  year  this  item  represented  47  percent.    This  percentual  increase  oc- 
curred in  spite  of  the  9-percent  decrease  in  actual  imports  of  canned  beef.

United  States  exports  of  pork  increase 

Exports  of  pork  from  the  United  States  during  June  continued  to  exceed- 
by  a  considerable  margin  those  of  a  year  ago.     For  the  first  half  of  1938,  to-  ■ 
tal  exports  amounted  to  more  than  46,700,000  pounds  against  about  30,200,000 
pounds  in  the  January-June  period  of  1937.     All  forms  of  pork-. cured, pickled, 
canned,  and  fresh  -  shared  in  the  increase.     Bacon  exports  at  nearly  4,000,000 
pounds,  were  treble  those  of  1937;  and  ham  exports,  which  made  up  58  percent 
of  the  total,  exceeded  comparable  1937  figures  by  8,500,000  pounds.  Imports 
of  pork,  on  the  other  hand,  were  much  below  those  of  the  first  6  months  of 
1937.     The  most  noteworthy  decline  took  place  in  imports  of  fresh  and  frozen 
pork,  which  last  year  amounted  to  more  than  10,500,000  pounds,  or  28  percent 
of  the  total,  and  this  year  to  but  2,500,000  pounds,   representing  only  9  per- 
cent of  the  total.     Net  exports  in  the  first  6  months  of  1938  totaled  18,400,0CC 
pounds;  whereas,   in  this  period  last  year  imports  exceeded  exports  by  more  than 
8,000,000  pounds.     Net  exports, however,  accounted  for  little  more  than  one-half 
of  1  percent  of  total  federally  inspected  production  of  pork. 
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The  explanation  for  the  change  that  has  occurred  in  the  pork  trade 
during  the  past  6  months  lies  largely  in  the  increase  of  more  than  177,000,000 
pounds  in  the  production  of  pork  within  the  United  States  during  that  period 
and  the  consequent  reduction  in  the  domestic  price  of  pork  and  pork  products 
on  the  American  market.    As  indicated  "by  the  average  pried  paid  to  farmers 
for  their  hogs,  this  price  reduction  was  equal  to  about  17  percent. 

Exports  of  lard  for  the  first  6  months  of  1938  were  double  those  of 
Jajuiary-June  1937.     Although  increases  were  registered  in  exports  to  prac- 
tically all  foreign  markets,  the  bulk  of  the  gain  was  made  in  the  trade  with 
the  United  Kingdom.     Significant  increases  also  occurred  in  takings  of  most 
of  the  Latin  American  countries.     As  with  pork,   increased  domestic  produc- 
tion during  1938  was  largely  responsible  for  the  improved  trade.    At  more 
than  523,000,000  pounds,  production  showed  a  gain  of  27  percent  over  that  of 
the  first  half  of  1937.     The  increased  supplies  were  absorbed  in  about  equal 
proportions  by  domestic  and  foreign  markets.

Grains  dominated  the  farm-export  picture  during  the  fiscal  year  just 
closed.     Their  export'  value  was  more  than  five  times  that  of  the  preceding 
year.     The  increase  amounted  to  almost  18C  million  dollars-  and  was  the  lead- 
ing factor  in  the  155-mill ion-dollar  increase  of  all  farm  exports  taken  to- 
gether.    There  was  a  71-million-dollar  decrease  in  cotton  exports,  hut  a 
20-million-dollar  increase  in  tobacco  exports,  and  a  27-million-dollar  in- 
crease in  all  other  agricultural  exports, 

The  most  important  factor  in  the  large  increase  in  grain  experts  was 
the  above-average  United  States  production  of  1937.     Bumper  crops,  resulting 
in  adequate  surpluses  available  for  export,  gave  foreigners  an  opportunity 
to  buy  United  States  grain  at  competitive  price's  for  the  first  time  in  more 
than  4  years. 

Eo reign  purchasers  might  not  have  availed  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity to  such  a  large  extent,  however,  had  it  not  been  for  poor  crops  in 
other  important  producing  countries.    As  a  result,  the  quantities  taken 
compared  favorably  not  only  with  drought  years  but  also  with  more  normal 
periods  of  the  past.     This  is  shown  in  the  following  table,  covering  the 
four  grains  whose  exports  increased  most  during  1937-38:

Due  to  lower  prices,   the  decreased  value  of  cotton  exports  during 
the  fiscal  year  just  closed  was  associated  with  an  increase  in  quantity  ex- 
ported.    A  decline  in  exports  to  Japan  was  more  than  offset  by  a  rise  in 
sales  to  European  countries.     A  contributing  factor  in  the  fall  of  prices 
has  been  lower  domestic  demand.
